WASHINGTON, 
The senate wore down the first fili- 
buster threat against the billion-dol- 
lar revenue bill tonight to approve 
the lumber and copper import levies 
—last of the four tariff items in the 
measure. 

‘The import taxes carried by com- 
fortable margins as the tariff coali- 
tiofl completed the job if began in 
preserving the oil and coal duties in 
the bill. The lumber vote was 36 to 
24: that on copper 42 to 25. 

Senator Tydings, democrat, Mary- 
land, opponent of the tariff provisions, 
earried out his threat early in the 
night to seck 500 tariff amendments 
to the tax measure, but after three 
proposals wefe swept aside by two-to- 
one votes he gave up the job, tem- 
porarily, at least. 

Senator Norris, republican, Nebras- 
ka, another determined foe of the tar- 
iff items, picked up the fight, however, 
as he offered the oft-proposed export 


debenture plan of farm relief as a j- 


‘rider’ to the revenue bill. 

Norris withheld his controversial 
farm aid proposal to permit the roll 
call on the copper duty. The out- 
look for a vote on the export deben- 
ture and the result of that roll call 
is doubtful. President Hoover has op- 
posed this system of farm relief. Pre- 
ss Senator Nye, republican, 
North Dakota, had proposed the ex- 
port debenture, the equalization fee 
and an allotment — relief plan as 
a “rider” to the bill. 

The lumber tax was put at $3 a 
thousand feet. There is now a tariff 
of $1 a thousand feet. The copper 
import levy was fixed at 4 cents a 
pound. There is now no tariff on

rdwood flooring was exempted 
from the lumber duty, since it car- 
ries now an 8 per cent tax, 

Almost the same combination of re- 
publicans and democrats lined up for 
the lumber and copper tariffs as 
stood together 
coal import taxes. 

The senate virtually got over the 
tariff hump in the tax fight with the 
two roll calls. At adjournment to- 
night the billion-dollar compromise 
hill stood in the same form in which 
it was reported by the finance com- 
mittee. 

After the Norris export debenture 
contest the fight over the excise rates 
and the admissions tax opens. There 
the bi-party coalition supporting the 
compromise measure meets one of its 
toughest tests. 

After Tydings gave up his struggle 
and the lumber and copper duties 
were voted, senate leaders were will- 
ing to call it a night, although they 
had been prepared to stay on indefi- 
nitely to meet the Tydings threat.

HOUSE DEFEATS

Finds House Still Dry 
by Margin of 59.

The house of representatives today de- | 
feated by 228 to 169 a proposal to 


legalize 2.75 per cent beer, and there- 
by indicated that the commonly re- 
ported “wet” trend in politics has 
not reached the point where legisla- 
tors are ready to join it. 

It was the first straight “wet” vote 
in the house since 1919—whem the 
Volstead act put the teeth into the 
eighteenth amendment. 

Coming: as it did just before the na- 
tional presidential nominating conven- 
tions at Chicago, the vote was await- 
ed with more than usual interest. Any 
defections of importance from the 
“dry” side would have been regarded 
as politically significant, but there 
were none. 

The vote was on a motion to dis- 
charge the ways and means committee 
from its consideration of the Hull- 
O'Connor bill to legalize beer contain- | 
ing 2.75 per cent of al¢ohol by weight | 
and tax it at 3 cents a pint. 


Petition Used, 


To force a vote, it was necessary 
under the newly liberalized honse 
rules that 145 members petition for 
the committee’s discharge. This was 
done, and the motion came up at open- 
ing time today. 

Sponsors of the motion took a high 
plane in their promotion of it. 
was called a revenue-raising measure, 
one that would solve the treasury’s 
revenue problems by raising $500,000,- 
QOO at 3 cents a pint. This would 
represent 16,666,666,666 2-3 (B) pints 
of beer a year, or enough to keep a 
good many bartenders busy. 

Opponents denounced it as the en- 
tering wedge of the saloon, a meas- 
ure that would undermine the con- 
stitution.

As for the election campaign itself, 
| Borah is silent but his intimates are 
convinced the chances are very doubt- 
ful that he will go on thegphustings. 

Borah not only helped to frame the 
platform at the last party convention 
but he took a leading role in the en- 
suing presidential campaign. However, 
the president and the Idaho senator 
have not harmonized on a major is- 
sue since the administration began. 

Only once before has Borah remain- 
ed away from the national conven- 
tion—in 1924 when Calvin Coolidge 
was nominated. He then definitely 
rejected an offer for the vice presi- 
dency but stood by the ticket in the 
campaign. 

With Senator Norris, of Nebraska, 
another independent republican leader, 
in open opposition to the president 
there continues to be persistent spec- 
ulation over a third party, but that

In the face of this backsliding,

‘Man Who Killed Kitchener’ 
Taken After 13-Year Hunt

NEW YORK, May 23.—(UP)— 
“Ford of headquarters,” relentless, 

implacable, unforgetting as Victor 
Hugo's “Javert,” who was the model 
of all police agents, ended a 13-vear 
pursuit today when he tapped Captain 
| Fritz Joubert Duquesne on the shoul- 
der and bade him come along to the 
station. 
| “Duquesne,” protesting that he was 
‘an Englishman by the name of T. 
De Trafford Craven, went unwilling- 
ly, but tonight was being held in the 
most secure cell in the Jevths of po- 
lice headquarters. 

Duquesne, unless Thomas Ford has 
made a mistake, and Ford has made 
few in his career, is one of the world’s 
‘most brazen—and most fascinating— 
soldiers of fortune. Charged with 
arson and swindling in America, he 
also is wanted by England for “mur- 
der on the high seas.” He was a sol- 
dier in the Boer War, a spy for Ger- 
many in the World War and, by séme 
reputation and in the boasting of his 
friends, “the man who killed Kitchen- 
er.”

er, in South Africa. He saw service 
in the Kaffir wars, and won distinc- 
tion as a duéllist with the saber and 
rapier when he was in military school 
in Belgium.

The bribery indictment against 
ex-Councilman J. W. Rountree has 
been nol prossed before Judge Vir- 
lyn B. Moore in Fulton superior 
court, it was learned Monday. 
Rountree was charged with accept- 
ing $100 from the Campbell Coal 
Company, but he contended that it 
was a loan. Rountree repaid the 
$100 to the coal company more than 
a month before he was indicted, it 
was said. 

The indictment was nol prossed 
on motion by  Solicitor-General 
John A. Boykin, this action wind- 
ing up the only case against the 
former councilman. The _indict- 
ment was nol prossed last Thurs- 
day, but this did not become known 
until Monday, when a report to 


that effect was admitted at the of- 
fice of the solicitor-general. 


Governor Richard B. Russell Jr. 
Monday declined to concur in a rec- 
ommendation of the state prison com- 
mission that the 12 months’ prison 
sentence imposed on W. Guy Dobbs, 
former Atlanta alderman, be com- 
muted to a fine of $1,000. In the same 
order refusing clemency, the chief ex- 
ecutive granted a stay of execution 
for 60 days “in view of the unusual 
conditions existing in the family life 
of the defendant.” 

Dobbs, convicted in city hall graft 
cases, had been reprieved four times, 
twice at the request of the prison 
| commission before it recommended

sell, who found himself unable to ar- 
range a hearing with attorneys rep- 
resenting the defendant and state. 
His fourth reprieve expired Sunday. 

The former alderman and mayor 
pro tem., now living in Miami, Fia., 
was convicted of receiving two bribes, 
to in- 
fluence his vote while a member of 
the board of firemasters of city coun- 
cil, He was sentenced to pay a fine 
of $500 and serve a 12 months’ sen- 
tence, 

After final court action, Dobbs 
made a proposal to the prison com- 
mission that a fine of $1,000 be sub- 
stituted for the chain gang sentence. 
This proposal met the approval of the 
prison commission, 

Declining to interfere, the governor 
said in his official order: 

“Whereas, the above stated appli- 
cation for clemency has been pending 
for some time, either before the pris- 
on commission or in the executive de- 
partment. The applicant has produced 
a strong showing for clemency, in- 
cluding recommendations of the grand 
jury that indicted him and the trial 
jury which found the verdict of guil- 
ty, and the prison commission has 
recommended thut clemency be ex- 
tended.

STRONGER DICTATORSHIP 

IS FORECAST FOR GERMANY 

BERLIN, May 23.—(UP)—Chan- 
cellor Henrich Bruening was under- 
stood tonight to have decided to keep 
Adolph Hitler's fascist party out of 
the government by «establishing 2 
stronger and more dictatorial regime 
in Germany. 

Contrary to the expectations of for- 
eign diplomats, the chances of imme- 
diate entry of the Hitlerites into the 
cabinet appeared to be fading rapidly 
as Chancellor Bruening arranged to 
fill gaps caused by resignations dur- 
ing the recent governmental crisis. 

The chancellor, it was indicated, in- 
tends to rest the strength of his regime 


more than ever on the authority of 
President Paul von Hindenburg and 
the leaders of the army. 

Several ambassadors previously had 
advised their governments that the 
fascists were likely to wield an impor- 
tant share of the government within 
a month, This seemed to be strength- 
ened by the fact that the fascists are 
the strongest party in the Prussian 
diet, which convenes tomorrow to se- 
lect a new premier. 

But developments appear to be tak- 
ing a turn which will keep out the 
Hitlerites for the aggre at least. 
The fate of the reich is still obscure, 
but it appears that the fascists them- 
selves are content for the present to 
act as the opposition to the cabinet 
and devote their talents to increasing 
their strength to a clear majority.

‘ROOSEVELT’S ADDRESS. 
The necessity of a closer parity 


"between the purchasing power of 


— the dollar 


and the debt-paying 


power of American commodities 


featured the statesmanlike manner 
in which Governor Franklin D. 
Roosevelt discussed the problems 
confronting the country in his ad- 
dress Sunday night before the grad- 
wating class of «Oglethorpe Univer- 
sity. 

In frankly and fearlessly com- 
menting on the present unsolved 
political and economic problems, 
Governor Roosevelt said: 

Whether it be an original cause, or 
an effect, the drastic change in the 
value of our monetary unit in terms 
of the commodities is a problem which 
we must meet straightforwardly. It 
is self-evident that we must either re- 
store commodities to a level approxi- 
mating ‘their dollar value of several 
years ago or else that we must con- 
tinue the destructive process of re- 
ducing, through defaults or through 


deliberate writing down, obligations 
assumed at a higher price level. 


In his advocacy of a stabilized 


value for both the dollar and for 


the products of the fields, factories 
and mines of America, 
Roosevelt is in full accord with the 
position taken by. »Senator George 
and Acting Chairman Crisp, of the 
house ways and means committee.

This position reflects the grow- 
ing sentiment of the country that 
something must be done to protect 
the producers of the nation from 
the danger and injustice of the 
present situation. 

There can be no sound agricul- 
tural, commercial, 
financial prosperity so long as our 


industrial or 


farmers labor under a system which, 


when they have pledged a certain 
amount of their products for a loan, 
forces them to pay two or three 
times as much to liquidate the in- 
debtedness. 

When harvest time comes if the 
price of a farmer's cotton, corn or 
wheat is the same as it was when 
he made the loan he can pay up and 
have a fair margin of profit left over. 
But if the dollar has increased in 
value and the price of his commod- 
ity has dropped to half or less, it 
means ruin.

THE TREATMENT OF 
CATARACT. 

The crystalline lens is in the inte- 
rior of the eyeball and not in front 
or on the surface of it. 
normally clear lens becomes opaque in 
its substance the condition is known 
as cataract. Obviously it is not, as 
many laymen imagine, just a skin or 
a membrane or growth formed on the 
surface of the eyeball over the sight. 
And it is high time for every one to 
understand that only charlatans pre- 
tend to cure cataract without opera- 
tion, 

Sound general treatment, improve- 
ment of the patient’s hygiene, proper 
medical attention to whatever under- 
lying, perhaps contributing condition 
the general examination discloses, fre- 
quent changes of glasses to conform 
with the changes in refraction due to 


the developing cataract, and in some 


cases the regular use of medicines in 
the eyes to relieve or control associat- 
ed disturbances, will retard the proz- 
ress of the trouble if that is humanly 
possible. It. must be remembered 
that many cataract patients under 
such care attain a hearty old age 
without serious impairment of vision. 


|The laity should drop the quaint no- 


tion that cataract means. blindness. 
Does a touch of rheumatiz mean that 
gran’ must be sickabed with a doc- 
tor? 

The cure of entaract is the remoyal 
of the lens. In children while the 
lens is still soft a special needle knife 
is introduced into the eye (absolutely 
painlessly) and the capsule of the lens 
is slit, to permit the aqueous humor 
within the eyeball to come in contact 
with the lens substance. This brings 
about absorption of the lens substance, 
leaving only the lens capsule. Later 
this capsule is divided, so that the 
passase of light rays is no longer im- 
peded. In congential cataract this 
may be dene a few months after birth, 
though the -best time is at the age of 
12 to 18 months. : 

In older subjects, when the lens is 
hard, it must be removed through a 


of the eye.. This, too, is painless, and 
takes only a few minutes, though 
healing takes several weeks, -In_half 
the cases the one operation suffices; 
in the rest a secondary operation 1s 
necessary to clear the pupil of lens 
debris or bits of capsule which would 
otherwise remain as permanent blurs.

“We are against any extra-consti- 
tutional method of making repeal of 
the 18th amendment easy,’ Dr. Din- 
widdie said. ““We've got our orders 
from our people and we will oppose 
any proposition that would be letting 
down on enforcement.” 

All republican — proposals con- 
sidered thus far have been tentative, 
Representative Snell, of New York, 
the house leader who is in line for 
permanent chairman of the national 
convention, predicted today the plat- 
form would contain a liberal plank 
on prohibition, but no one could tell 
what the details would be. 

“It is pretty hard,” said Snell, who 
has always voted dry, “to take a posi- 
tion that the people cannot express 
their sentiments on a vitally impor- 
tant economic and social problem.” 

Deets Pickett, research secretary of 
the Methodist board of temperance, 
prohibition and public morals, start- 
ed the argument over Governor Roose- 
velt’s views with publication of an 
article in the April 5 issue of “The 
Voice,” a board organ.

O'Connor, perhaps feeling the en- 
ervating influence of a warm spring 
day, remained seated. Garner banged 
his gavel and asked, “Does the gen- 
tleman from New York. desire to be 
recognized?”

In my opinion 
the ways and means committee will 
not bring in such a bill so-long as 
the eighteenth amendment is in the 
constitution or the Volstead act in 
the statute books.” 

Blanton got the other two and one- 
half minutes of Crisp’s time. He de- 
voted it to a rendition of the denun- 
ciation of the alcohol by “that great 
agnostic Robert G. Ingersoll.” Liquor, 
| Ingersoll was quoted as "saying, was 
the devil’s best friend and God’s worst 
enemy, slaying reputations, wiping out 
honor, murdering the soui—the sum 
of all crime. It was booed heartily 
at the end. 

There was brief hope of a fight 
for a moment, when one member rose 
and another shouted for him to sit 
down. “Who said ‘sit down,’’’ boomed 
the member. No one replied and the 
crisis passed. 

O'Connor divided: his time as fol-

It 
seemed to me that he grew younger 
as the years slipped away. He could 
say with Victor Hugo, “The snows of 
winter may be on my head. but the 
sunshine of eternal spring is in my 
heart.” ‘He was light in the dark 
places, the type of man a world al- 
ways needs. 

One might repeat for Boze Bulger 
the verse written at Hughey Keogh’'s 
death:

He estimated his: bill would provide 
work directly for 2,000,000 men for a 
year at $5 a day and give indirect em- 


ployment to 6,000,000 more. 

In addition, Senator Lewis, demo- 
crat, Illinois, offered a new plan for 
economic recovery, proposing revision 
of war debts on the basis of present- 
day prices and payment of the inter- 
governmental obligations in commodi- 
ties.
